Material Found 
In Tissue Samples 


NEW YORK (AP) — Human 
tissue 
sam ples 
taken 
in 
18 
states and the District of Co­ 
lumbia have revealed the pres­ 
ence of an industrial chemical, 
PUB, according to a govern­ 
ment survey reported today. 
“ These m aterials are widely 
found in the population,” the 
report said. “ Positive samples 
came from every hospital, city 
and state sam pled.” 
The report came from the Di­ 
vision of Pesticide Community 
Studies of the Environmental 
Protection Agency and was pre­ 
sented to the annual meeting of 
t h e 
A m e r i c a n 
Chemical 
Society. 
The

The report did not discuss the 
question of possible harm to hu­ 
mans at the low levels detected 
and the question of harm has 
become 
a

troversy. PCB toxicity consid­ 
erations will be discussed later 
in the meeting. 
In laboratory tests, PC'Bs re 
portedly have caused skin ail­ 
ments and liver and birth de­ 
fects in animals. PCB is not a 
pesticide but is sim ilar to DDT 
which has been almost totally 
banned in the country. 
The initials PCB come from 
the 
chemical 
name 
Poly­ 
chlorinated biphenyl. It is high­ 
ly resistant to heat and is de­ 
signed for use only in “ closed 
system s” so that it would not 
find its way into the environ­ 
ment. 
On a num ber of occasions, 
chickens, eggs, turkey* and fish 
have been found contam inated 
with 
unacceptable 
levels 
of 
PCBS.

The Day The U.S. Votes 
Laff- A- Day 


Voters of the U.S. will east ballots 
for 45 represen tatives an d 33 sen ators 
the first Tu esd ay after the first Mon ­ 
d ay of November. The n ation al elec­ 
tion , however, d id n ot always fall on 
that d ay. 
Un til 1872 each state fixed its own 
d ay for votin g for Con gress. Often it 
was n ot the same as presid en tial elec­ 
tion d ay, set in 1845. 
Between those d ates, the “October 
states” — Pen n sylvan ia, Ohio an d In ­ 
d ian a — voted early for their represen ­ 
tatives. Their election s were watched 
as importan t straws in the win d . 
Sen atorial election s d id n ot exist u n ­ 
til the 17th Amen d men t became effec­ 
tive in 1913. Previou sly, sen ators were 
elected by the state legislatu res. 
Why d ocs election d ay fall in Novem­ 
ber? “ Harvestin g is over then , an d win ­ 
ter has n ot yet mad e the road s im­ 
passable,” 
said 
Alexan d er 
Du n can , 
Whig represen tative from Ohio, who 
wrote the presid en tial clection -d ay law 
in 1845. 
By a previou s law, the d ate for presi­ 


d en tial election s had to be set n ot more 
than 34 d ays before the first Wed n es­ 
d a y in December, when the electoral 
c o lle g e met — an d still meets — every 
fou r years. Con gress, however, hoped 
to make it at least 30 d ays ahead . 
It cou ld n ’t be the first of November, 
for bu sin essmen make ou t accou n ts on 
the first. It cou ld n ’t fall on Su n d ay, for 
u n like Eu ropean s, American s feel the 
Sabbath is n o d ay for votin g. Mon d ay 
wou ld leave tcJo little time for travel­ 
in g to the polls. 
Thu s the presen t election d ay was 
chosen . It n ever falls on the first n or 
later than Nov. 8. By givin g America 
a n ation al pollin g d ay, it elimin ated 
su ch scan d als as “pipe-layin g,” the 
practice of sen d in g political gan gs 
across state lin es to vote more than 
on ce on d ifferen t election d ays. 
Votin g a s a citizen ’s privilege goes 
back to the an cien t Greek city-states. 
On seriou s matters su ch as the exile 
of a citizen , the Greeks cast pebbles or 
bits of pottery in to u rn s — the first 
secret ballots — 2,400 years ago.

The Day The U.S. Votes 


Voters of the U.S. will cast ballots 
for 45 representatives and 33 senators 
the first Tuesday after the first Mon­ 
day of November. The national elec­ 
tion, however, did not always fall on 
that day. 
Until 1872 each state fixed its own 
day for voting for Congress. Often it 
w as not the sam e as presidential elec­ 
tion day, set in 1845. 
Between those dates, the “October 
states” — Pennsylvania, Ohio and In­ 
diana — voted early for their represen­ 
tatives. Their elections were watched 
as important straws in the wind. 
Senatorial elections did not exist un­ 
til the 17th Amendment became effec­ 
tive in 1913. Previously, senators were 
elected by the state legislatures. 
Why docs election day fall in Novem­ 
ber? “Harvesting is over then, and win­ 
ter has not yet made the roads im­ 
passable,” 
said 
Alexander 
Duncan, 
Whig representative from Ohio, who 
wrote the presidential clection-day law 
in 1845. 
By a previous law. the date for presi­ 


dential elections had to be set not more 
than 34 days before the first Wednes­ 
day in December, when the electoral 
college met — and still meets — every 
four years. Congress, however, hoped 
to make it at least 30 days ahead. 
It couldn’t be the first of November, 
for businessmen make out accounts on 
the first. It couldn’t fall on Sunday, for 
unlike Europeans, Americans feel the 
Sabbath is no day for voting. Monday 
would leave too little time for travel­ 
ing to the polls. 
Thus the present election day was 
chosen.
